Generally, all sites have had trash and equipnent renoved. Structures were

and still are restricted tO.the MiII Site and regrading and recontOuring had

been sufficiently accOmplished. Most areas had been drill seeded and access tO
pits had been limited by restrictive berms. Utility poles and wires had been
removed from all areas except the milI site.

the follOwlng areas were Of Ntite: The tailings pond stilI had

apprOximately Q) acres tO be seeded where it had been tbwet tO reach
initiaffy. the-tailings pile will not be seeded as it may be a source of
marketable gravel. The:drainage babin sOuth of the tailings pOnd will be Ieft
intact as a wildlife Or livestock pond. A haul rOad running from the Blackbird
pit tO bhe country rOad will be kept as per the landowners request. A safety
berm around the nf ackbirllit was insufficient and will be r-ebuilt; Mr. Jones
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will gend a phoLo and nOtice when this is accOnplished. The Zelma Site did not
appear seeded; if broadcast it had not taken. It should be reseeded. The low
grade ore storage areas #100 and Walker will need scarifying and reseeding in
the faIl also. Conveyor bases stockpiled south of the taitings pond should be
removed.

ft was fCtund that the bond or surety estimate covering reclamation on the
project is in the form of au Openerrded contract, no maximun cost estimate.
There is no way to refund or release a part of it, as per 1,1r. Jones request.

It shtiuld also be noted that most areas had bees viewed after only a few
months gince seed germinatiotr. Continued inspect,ion of revegetated sites
should be naintained as it was difficult to determine if effOrts had been
successful at this time.
